The State of New Jersey celebrated it's rich Underground Rail 
road heritage with the Harriet Tubman and William Still Underground 
Railroad Walk Across New Jersey on fourteen consecutive days be 
ginning on September 9th in Greenwich (Cumberland County) and 
ending Jersey City (Hudson County). This retracing of 180 miles of 
the legendary freedom network was led by New Jersey's Secretary 
of State Regena Thomas. The walk's arrival in Newark brought a 
special visit by Secretary of State Thomas to Arts High School on 
October 11th. She was accompanied by N.J. Assemblyman William 
D. Payne (D) and two actors who performed a Chautauqua (first- 
person characterization narrative of a historical figure). Actor Marvin 
Jefferson portrayed William Still and actress Millicent Sparks 
portayed Harriet Tubman 

Performing for 5th period history classes, the actors put on a stir 
ring, emotional and inspiring performance. Their stories of hard 

ip, pain and suffering they endured had great emotional impact on 
those in attendence. It felt like this wasn't just a historical re-enact- 
ment, but that you were in the presence of these two legends that so 
greatly impacted life in New Jersey and America. Secretary of State 
Thomas and Assemblyman Payne both spoke how William Still's 
and Harriet Tubman's courageous actions should be inspiration for 
all of us, that we should never forget what they endured but try to 
honor their legacy by doing all that we are capable of. All in all, it 
was a day that those of us lucky enough to have been there will not 
soon forget
